GAINESVILLE—A comprehen- 
sive statewide survey of milk pro- 
duction costs made by the Depart- 
ment of Agricultural Economics of 
the University of Florida discloses 
the basic reasons for Florida milk 
prices, a P 

The survey made by Dr. A. H. 
Spurlock, Dr. D. L. Brooke and 
Prof. R. E. L. Green is published 
in a 20-page bulletin and may be 
obtained from the University. 

The report discloses that milk is 
produced for sale on more than 
1,200 farms in the state and that 
seasonal factors affect production | 
cost. These costs vary in different 
areas dependent on local siuations| 
price of various items such as feed, 
labor and supplies. 

“Dairy feeds, the largest single | 
item of production còst, averaged 
from 47.9 percent to 56.3 percent | 
of the total cost. Other items of 
production cost were: hired labor 
ufpaid family labor, operator's) 
labor and supervision, miscellane- | 
ous expneses, depreciation on herd, 
and interest on investment.

name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 


shall be registered-with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
(Fest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
“ carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four-(4) consecutive weeks 
` in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court éxcept upon receiving 
proof of such aae
